CiiSSOiARX 15 indicated that all of the Ukrainian press is highly- 
perturbed about the CIPSRA-GULAI trial. It appears that although 
the prosecuting attorney asked’ for a five-year sentence the Judge 
handed out a 7-year sentence to the offenders. V/hat the Ulcrci nians 
cannot understand is why the Americans deviated from the usual in 
that they took over the trial themselves, whereas all other trials 
of similar character are generall 3 J- handled by German courts.

travesty of justice, a parodj'-, etc. 

Re commondat ion ; The undersigned strongly recoi:ii-:.,ends that if at 
all possible, political pressui’es should not be applied v/hen this 
case reaches an Appellate Court, because if this verdict is sustained, 
iWiierica will h:- considered a raore fascistic and totalitarian pov;er 
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than anj other presently existing^ or fornier]^^ existing, 
totalitarian state. Since, until recently, vje have been 
considered the buliTark of democracy, it would appeoT 
inexcusable to have this trial on record as an exaraple of 
our deiTiDcracy. ^ilthough we are prone to consider our 
democracy lightly at times, there is no reason to dis- 
illusion the masses of Europeans who have looked upon the 
U/S. as a paragon of justice* 

4. CiiSSOvifidilY 2^5 Questionnaire 

CASSOWiiSY 15 took a very dim view of having CaSSOWARY 
2 fill out any ‘^questionnaire". It is apparent that 
CaS3GvVARY 15 is distinctly and definitely perturbed about 
the whole C*iS30./iJtY 2 situation. His main objection was 
that so rauch time has been taken in straightening out these 
proceedings* He also mentioned that in all probability this 
questiomiaire is for no other reason than to fill up our files 
so that v7e have volumes and volumes of information about his 
beloved leader.

After a long harangue the undersigned feels that 
CiiSSOVvARY 15 ^vas persuaded, but not convinced, that the 
questionnaire should be filled out*
